Dale Morris, accused of the mur- 
der of Charles Flink last Novem- 
ber 22. 

The trial began Monday with 
the selection of a jury. More 
than 200 hundred men were call- 
ed before twelve jurymen and 
two alternates were selected. The 
following twelve men will deter- 
mine the fate of the 32-year old 
Montana cowboy: Lovander Ne- 
caise, George Smith, Allan Craft, 
Warren Beuhler,

About 11 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing the trial got underway with 
Mrs. Bernice Flink the first wit- 
ness called by Prosecuting attor- 
ney Boyce Holleman. 

Mrs. Flink was requested to tell 
the events of the fatal night 
which led to the slaying of her 
husband. 

Mrs. Flink stated “On the night 
of November 22, my husband, my 
daughter Barbara, my son Chuck 
and myself were in our home, 
which is on Highway 90 across 
from Watkins Restaurant. My 
daughter had come home that eve- 
ning about 7:30 from Loyola Uni- 
versity, in New Orleans. 

“We had gone to bed and were 
asleep, when a clicking noise 
awakened me. I thought some- 
one was trying to steal a tractor 
lawnmower which we own, and I 
awakened my husband, and told 
him what I had heard. He got 
out of bed, passed a double win- 
dow of the bedroom to the cloth- 
es closet to get his gun. He had 
to rummage for several minutes 
before he found the gun which 
was lying under other things on 
the shelf of the closet. During 
the time he was looking for the 


our 1953- Pontiac was parked is 
directly outside the bedroom win- 
dow Charles crossed the bedroom, 
went into the hall, and across the 
living room, with his gun. He 
turned on the living room light, 
opened the door, and I heard him 
say, “I see you buddy.” Then I 
heard a shot. I ran into the liv- 
ing room, and saw my husband 
with one foot on the step out- 
side the door, the other in the liv- 
ing room and leaning against the 
frame of the door. He did not 
say anything, but motioned me 
backward with his right hand in 
which he was limply holding the 
gun. Here Mrs. Flink went 
through the motions she describ- 
ed. “I did not stop, but went 
towards my husband around the 
side of the room, I was crying, 
“Lord, what have they done to 
you.” Charlie turned into the 
room, and as he did so a second 
shot was fired into his back and 
without a word he fell at my feet. 
I ran back to my daughter’s bed- 
room where the telephone is, and 
told the operator I wanted the 
law as my husband had been shot. 
She told me she would get the 
law, and get me a doctor, I was 
connected with Dr. A. P. Smith, 
and the operator called the au- 
thorities. I told my daughter to 
keep my son in his room, then I 
ran back to where my husband 
was lying. 

In a short time Dr. Smith, and‘ 
Deputy Sheriff Sam Peterson of! 
the Sheriff’s office arrived. 

When questioned by Howard
